THE LABOR STRIKES. 


The strike for higher wages on 
the 


part of the freight handlers in New York 
aud New Jersey has everywhere the pop- 
ular sympathy. 
Under ordinary circum- 


stances the public expresses little friend 
ship for'Eiovements of this kind. 
They 


ai-ft always fraught with danger and often 
without good and fmtticieut reasons. But 
in this case the facts seem to fully justify 
the action of the laborers in refusing to 
work for a sum wholly inadequate to 
their support, and 
if they continue as 


orderly as they have begun in their ac- 
tion they must eventually succeed. 


A few facts taken from the report of 


the committee on railway transportation to 
the New York Board of Trade will help 
to an understanding of the merits of the 
case. 
The committee shows that the 


trunk Hues have formed a combination 
by which, on aiul after July first, to ad- 
vance the price of freight from o3 to GO 
per cent.

ought to be ashamed of the

Tt is a great pity to have the poor and the 
rich arrayed against each other, but such 
facts as the.se will surely do it.

right to oppress llie poor, nor to rob the 
working man of his fairly earned com- 
pensation.

these is well worth the money which was 
paid for all.

means the whole of the slioiv, the circus 
performances being the best that have 
ever been presented in Newport. Jn the 
immense tent with a capacity for holding 


15fUOU persons are three separate rings 
and outside of all a very good race course. 
At times all these rings were occupied 
with performances and it was with difll- 
cully that anyone could see them all at 
oiice. Very little equestrianism was given, 
but what there was, was undoubtedly of 
the best. 
The bast rider was Madame 


Dockrill, who is so well known to every 
circus goer. 
The tumble™, under the 


leadership of Air. John Batchcller, were 
excellent. 
The clowns were unusually 


good and, strange to say, were, for the 
most part original. The performances of 
the trained stallions and elephants wore 
fully up 
to the standard of llie rest. 


Zazel and Lulu were fhe two great at- 
tractions of the ring performances, the 
latter being hurled from a catapult fully 
ono hundred feet through tho air, and 
landing unharmed in a net. There is a 
large number of tirst-class contortionists, 
high-kickers, tight-rope walkers, trapeze 
performers, Egyptian athletes, hat spin- 
ners, strong men, sparrcrs, and nllmr 
specialists. The entertainment, both af- 
ternoon and evening, closed witli a sorii-H 
of hippodrome races, which were well 


run, 
and were very much enjoyed by the 


audience. Notwithstanding 
the rough- 


ness of the ground, and sharpness ;if the 
corners to be turned, no accident oc- 
curred, although the riders seemed in 
imminent peril of breaking their bones 
several times during the races. 


Everything passed oll'in splendid order, 


there was no tiresome wailing between 
the different acts: one performer had 
scarcely finished before another one was 
within the ring ready to go on with bis 
act. The attendants were polite and gen- 
tlemanly and were eager to do all thru 
was possible for the visitors, and no com- 
plaints were heard on any side.

only complaint was with ourselves who 
were unable to see everything that was 
going on, but we have seen Jumbo and 
the baby elephant and lots of other goud 
things and we are perfectly satisfied.
